pharmacology 
only a few 


years ago. It has an effect almost 
identical -with that of 
adrenalin, 


which is famous for the relief it af- 
fords the sufferer from an attack of 
asthma or hay fever. 
Ephedrine, 


like adrenalin (adrenalin 
is 
also 


known as epinephriae and as sup- 
rarenaline) is administered either 
by hypodermic or intramuscular in- 
jection, by a very dilute spray in 
nose or throat, or as a medicine the 
patient takes by 
mouth. Keither 


ephedrine nor adrenalin should be 
used in any form except under the 
observation and direction of your 
physician.

tion of pieces of peanut or other for- 
eign bodies of similar size. Because 
of the danger If is unwise to let a 
child under 5 years of age have pea- 
nuts or popcorn to eat. Peanut "but- 
ter, however, - is a fine food for 
children over 2 years of age at any 
time they want it,

common after-effect of poisoning by 
carbon monosid, and some persons 
exposed to slight daily gassing com- 
plain of poor hearing. However, this 
is one of the least serious effects of 
carbon monoxid poisoning; why suf- 
fer such poisoning at all? It is 
never necessary to expose yourself 
to the hazard in occupation or at 
home.

Can a woman who has had T. B. 


—(you do not mean Tubercle Bacilli, 
so you should say tbc. which is the

TViE the child be tu- 
bercular?—(you mean tuberculous— 
that is. affected with tuberculosis;

shares late last year. Since then the 
proposed consolidation of the eastern 
trunk lines has had a stimulating ef- 
fect not only on the stocks of the 
carriers concerned in it, but those of 
systems in other parts of the coun- 
try.

Avoid Overheating If You 


Would Guard Against Flu

The most favorable temperature 


for health for the average man var- 
ies apparently with the climate 
to 


which ho has been accustomed. 
In 


the temperate zone, -wo seem to do 
exceedingly well with fairly moder- 
ate temperatures, such as occur in 
spring and fall, but must adjust our- 
selves to the extreme conditions that 
develop' in the summer and in the 
winter. 


"Winter requires more adjustment 


than summer. Professor Huntington 
of Tale believes that the weather is 
responsible for from 75,000 to 100,000 
deaths every year. The most severe 
months are apparently February, 
March and early April, the- period in 
which pneumonia following colds is 
most prevalent. 
Furthermore, 
the 


winter months seem to deprive the 
human being of many of the health- 
ful factors 
available in other sea- 


sons. 


The normal human being has a 


temperature of 98.6 and his body 
seems to function best in a, tempera- 
ture of from 65 to 70 degrees Fahren- 
heit. It is difficult to maintain this 
temperature in rooms during the 
winter months. 
Overheating dries 


out the body and puts the mucous 
membranes in a condition in -which 


sufficient moisture Inside the body to 
respond to the dryness. If the hu- 
man being will drink eight glasses 
of water each day, ho will have a 
sufficient amount of water to take 
care of the functions of the kidney 
and to provide for evaporation from 
the skin. 


It is particularly important for 


the infant and the child to be sur- 
rounded with 
proper temperature 


and humidity during 
the 
winter 


months. During these months chil- 
dren suffer more with coughs, colds, 
pneumonia, 
bronchits 
and 
other 


respiratory diseases than do adults. 


In many cases the adult suffers 


from a cold in the head. A severe 
case of this is called 
the 
grip; 


if many people have it 
at 
the 


same time, the condition is known 
as epidemic influenza. 


Fresh Air Needed 


In addition to keeping the air 


at 
a 
proper 
temperature 
and 


moisture, it is desirable to get a 
certain amount of fresh 
air into 


the home regularly. 
Most people 


have become accustomed to sleep- 
ing with windows open 
widely 


during the summer months. It is 
not necessary, however, to

8 Rules For Avoiding Flu 


Here 'are eight simple rules for winter health, written for readers 


of The Appleton Post-Crescent by Dr. Morris Fishbein: 


1—Avoid 'overheating your home and if possible, regulate the tem- 


perature of your office or the place in which you do your work. 


2—-Try to keep the humidity indoors at its normal value, about 40 


to 50 per cent. Then you an'd the furniture won't dry up and crack. 


3—Get your share of outdoor sunshine. 
Tou won't hurt anybody 


but yourself if you don't. 


4—Eat a balanced diet; eat enough of it, but don't overeat. 
5—Get your iron, lime and phosphorus but not through the medium 


of patent medicines. Nature has made ample provision in the things 
that are her handiwork. 
6—-Eat vitamins. They are to be found in the green vegetables, fresh 
fruits and fresh milk. It is fashionable now to eat the green leaf of 
the salad. 


1—Exercise outdoors every day. If you haven't any chores, then 


make some. If you are unfortunately unable to do so, then 
walk 


and let the car rest its stiff joints in the garage. 


S—Don't cuss and discuss the weather. You cannot do anything 


about the matter anyway; but, in large measure, you can''meet in a 
sensible fashion the changed requirements and thus maintain 
effi- 


ciency and well-being.

All 
sorts of methods have been devised 
for getting this amount of water in- 
to the air.' The simplest method,, of 
course, is the pan of water with a 
wick, •which may be placed on the 
radiator. It is also possible to eva- 
porate- the water without the wick, 
but it does not evaporate so rapidly. 
Several humidifiers are manufactur- 
ed which may be placed 
on 
the 


radiators and which contain cloth 
layers along the sides -which serve 
the purpose of aiding- the evapora- 
tion of the water.

Menasha — Milk is the nearest 


thing' to a perfect food and pasteur- 
ization is the assurance of safety, 
Frank Kernan, Chicago and Mem- 
phis, told the Menasha Klwanls club 
at the Memorial building- Tuesday 
noon.-Kernon is associated with the 
Food and Dairy Survey Institute of 
Memphis, -Tenn., and is visiting the 
Gear Dairy company of Menasha. 
His subject was Community Health. 


In discussing the prerequisites of 


a healthy city, Kernan listed an ef- 
sewage disposal, and proper foods. 
He lauded the work in Menasha 
schools and stated that the city wa- 
ter department Is an institution of 
which citizens could be justly proud. 
Sewage disposal should "be not only 
adequate but conducted at no dam- 
age to another locality or institution. 


He listed milk as one of the most 


important food products and urged 
that every precaution as taken in 
distribution to the consuming public, 
illustrating the point by stories of 
sources. A low bacteria count is not 
necessarily an assurance of proper 
food, he explained. 
While explaining ordinances un- 


der way in other cities to protect 
milk consumers, Kernaa stated that 
Menasha has as yet created no leg- 
islation of that type. He urged Ki- 
wanis members to use their in- 
fluence toward this end. Compulsory 
pasteurization, he explained, is the 
only positive insurance against dis- 
aster due to milk from improper 
sources.

1790's two men stood on a hill and 
scanned the ten mile 
square of 


wilderness beside the Potomac river 
•which -wag to be the capital of the 
United States. 


One was Pierre Charles 1'Enfant, 


French engineer. The other was his 
friend, George "Washington. These 
two vlsioned. on the eminence where 
they were standing the capital of 
the nation vaulting its dome toward 
the sky and before them a city beau- 
tiful from, cane brake ana forest. 


Most of America's 
cities since 


1920 have expended with the smoke 
from 
their 
industrial 'chimneys. 


"Washington turned back to 1'Enfant 
for 'guidance. In the ten years it 
has done more toward carrying' out 
his dream than in any other like pe- 
riod in the country's history. 


The Frenchman 
quarreled with 


those who did not grasp his concep- 
tion and quit after laying out the 
broad plan. His hope for the most 
beautiful capitol in the world was 
almost forgotten- as time went on. 
But not quite. The idea persisted 
and grew Into 
the semblance of 


reality in 1926 when a 5200,000,000 
building program 
for Washington 


was agreed upon. 


Program Is Started 


The close of 1930 found that pro-

Small, whose business 
career started as a newsboy, had 
sold his theatrical holdings for sev- 
eral million dollars and on Dec. 2 
had received a deposit of one mil- 
lion, which he banked. He failed to 
arrive at his home after leaving the 
bank.

On 
Jan. 1 relief was being extended by the Red Cross to 224,834 persons; before the new year was three 
weeks old, the number has jumped to 517,774 and is still rising.

lieve unemployment, endorsement of 
an 
increased, gasoline tax, 
and 


hearty support of the grade cross- 
ing elimination program were given 
here today by Jerry Donohue, mem- 
ber of the state highway commis- 
sion, in an address before the 20th 
road school now in session. 


Mr. Donohue outlined a highway 


program for Wisconsin, and review- 
ed last year's work on highways. 


He estimated that the 
highway 


department gave 30,900 man days of 
labor during the fall and early win- 
ter last year in an effort to use un- 
employed labor. 


"Projects are now set up for 1931 


construction totaling- over ?10,000,- 
000 of work on the federal system," 
he said. "These projects absorb all 
the regular federal aid and the ad- 
vanced federal aid made available 
under the emergency bill passed by 
congress. Plans on these 
projects 


are being rushed and should be ready 
for lettmgs about the middle of 
February, and most of the 
jobs 


should be ready for contract agree- 
ments early in March." 


The speaker said accidents each 


year emphasize the necessity of 
carrying out grade crossing elimina- 
tion work, and advocated increased 
allotments for this work. He said 
there are more than 600 grade cross- 
ings on the state trunk highway 
system, of which 245 can be elimi- 
nated by a separation of grades, 62 
by possible relocation of the high- 
way, but "in .all probability, over 300 
of them will have to remain grade 
crossings for many years." 


Referring to the gasoline tax, Mr. 


Donohue said-it has heen an integral 
part of the state's financing machin- 
ery and as long as low-priced gaso- 
line remains, there will be no great 
objection to it. 


Outlining the general policies of 


the highway 
commission in con- 


clusion, the speaker 
summarizedi 
them as follows: 


"Improve the federal highway sys- 


tem of the state of Wisconsin and 
completed with hard-surfaced pave- 
ment in the shortest time consistent 
with the amount of funds available. 


"Improve those state

Liechtenstein Defeat Re- 
actionaries

London—In a Europe that is fast 


being made safe for Fascism, Com- 
munism and dictatorships 
of 
the 


TVhites or the Reels and in a year 
that has marked the steady advance 
of the extremists, there has be'en one 
big outstanding victory for democ- 
racy and that occurred in the tiny 
state of Liechtenstein 
and was 


achieved by the stupendous major- 
ity of one vote! 


This may seem like a huge a,nd 


grim joke to the inhabitants of big 
countries, but it was no joke to the 
Liechtenstemers. 
They were tre- 


mendously "het up" about the mat- 
ter. And it does not take much to 
make the political kettle boil in 
Liechtenstein because, after all, it 
is sucli a tiny kettle. It only has 65 
square miles of 
territory, v.'hich 


makes little Ehode Island, \vith 124S, 
seem a giant in comparison. And it 
only has 11,500 inhabitants, or about 
one-third that of Paducah, Ky., or 
Mansfield, O., or 
Santa 
Barbara, 


Calif., or "Waukesan, 111., or Rich- 
mond, Ind., or Joplin, ilo., or Rome, 
N. Y., or Lredo, Tex. 


Incidentally, Liechtenstein is one 


of the smallest states in Europe. On- 
ly the Principality of Monaco, the 
Republic of Andorra and the Vati- 
can State are smaller. It is on the 
upper Rhine between Austria and 
Switzerland and formerly was a sort 
of dependency of Austria, until Nov. 
7, 1918, when it declared its complete 
independence. Then by treaty with 
Switzerland that country began to 
administer its posts and telegraphs 
and included it m the Swiss customs 
union. 


The princes 
of 
Liechtenstein 


have been its liege lords since 1719, 
but have always governed it from 
afar, preferring the fleshpots of 
Vienna to the lentil soup of Vaduz, 
the tiny capital with its 1105 peasant 
inhabitants. 


Also the princes have been gener- 


ous. 
They have exacted no taxes 


from the little land, but have bestow- 
ed upon it roads, parks, museums, 
public buildings. 


The actual government is perform- 


ed by a diet of 15, of whom three are 
named by the prince and 12 are 
elected by the people. The present 
ruler is Francois de Paule the First. 
who succeeded his old borther, John 
the Second, in 1929 and who, like 
him, dwells in Vienna. 


But if Prince Francois pays little 


attention to the internal politics of 
his country, this is not true of the 
political parties there. One of them, 
the Eurgeois party, is in power and 
it is out-and-out reactionary. It takes 
its ideals rather from- the die-hards 
of Austria than from the liberals of 
Switzerland. 


Justus the present reactionary 


government of Austria is confiscat- 
ing newspapers which dare to cri- 
ticize it, so the reactionaries in tiny 
Liechtenstein proposed to do. They 
were violently opposed by the Popu- 
lar party at -which these measures 
were aimed. 


The Burgeois party, led by one J. 


Stegen, promulgated a press law 
which was clearly aimed at the only 
opposition newspaper in the micros- 
copical land. Under this 
law it 


could not only prevent criticism of 
the government in the newspapers. 
but put their editors and reporters 
out of action.

310-HOUR TEST 


Fitness of New Assembly 


System Will Be Determin- 
ed by This Means 


Akron, 0. — (/P)— 
A 
310-hour 


"flight" will test the motor trans- 
mission destined to drive the navy 
airship Akron, new mistress of the 
skies to be completed in June. 


The test? will determine the fit- 


ness of the new assembly system 
which will enable the motors to be 
carried within the ship's hull to de- 
crease resistance and augment speed. 


Only one for the ship will bs 


worked out for the ship will be test- 
ed in the run that will be divided in- 
to 25 periods of 10 hours each and 
two of 30 hours' duration. 


For the test, a motor hag been 


mounted in a girder rigging similar 
to that to be installed on the diri- 
gible and a 16J-foot propeller car- 
ried on the end of a 17-foot shaft. 


Tests will run the entire gamut 


of actual operation, including cruis- 
ing- and top speeds, with the motor 
forward and in reverse, and with the 
propel! r swivelling- as it will be on 
t!ve ship to drive it upward, down- 
ward, or at any angle as well as 
having forward and astern thrust. 


Tests will be watched by Dr. Karl 


Arnstein, chief engineer of the Good- 
year-Zeppelin corporation which is 
building- the ship, and Lieut. T. G. 
"W. Settle of the navy's inspection 
staff. 


It is estimated the 310-hour runs 


will consume 9,000 gallons of gaso- 
line and that all the motors operat- 
ing at full speed for that period 
would drive the dirigible around the 
world without stop. 


Secretion of the motors within the 


ship's hull is a new departure in dir- 
igible construction, one of the inany 
features included in the design of 
the ship which is nearing comple- 
tion in skeleton form.
